The property 
would be sold only to a promi¬ 
nent and reputable member of the 
medical profession, she said. Pa¬ 
tients suffering from tuberculosis 
or mental illness would not be 
accepted and could not be undei 
provisions of the city ordinance.

Local Motorists Said By 
Police To Be Observing 
New 35-Mile Regulation 

If Sierra Madre motorists get 
into no more trouble away from 
home than they do when driving in 
their home town they will have 
litle difficulty observing the na¬ 
tion-wide speed limit of 35 miles 
an hour which goes into effect 
today. 

According to Chief of Police 
Gordon McMillan local motorists 
have been cooperating admirably 
with the national campaign to 
save rubber by dutting their rate 
of speed. At least no citations 
lor speeding have been issued 
here in the last two weeks. 

In placing the nation-wide cur¬ 
tailment on speed Joseph B. 
j Eastman, director of the Office 
of Defense Transportation has 
prescribed a maximum penalty 
of two years imprisonment, $10,- 
000 fine or both for violations. 

Eastman’s order came Satur¬ 
day night coincident with Leon 
Henderson’s announcement that 
gasoline rationing and compul¬ 
sory tire inspection will become 
effective November 22. These 
measures are expected to result 
in a 60 percent decrease in the 
operation of private cars.
